According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community 
It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey 
P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently serv- 
ing a sentence of two to fifteen years on a conviction of man- 
Slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police 
officer. ; 


The official newspaper, “The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,” 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistentiy referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, con- 
tains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason 
Murray, which emis with the following: 


"Black men, Black people, colored persons. of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keepitty is @ revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom every-— 
where. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs 
everywhere .* 


igeiuded in the intraduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther” is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it.” 


Issues of "The Black Panther™ regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun”. 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States.

According to its official newsyaper, the Black 

Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black pecxsile so they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P.. Newton, BPP Minister cf Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 te 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, “The Blac Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "SL: Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 

to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves, The only cul- 
ture worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. 
Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appear- 
ing in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" 
is the statement "we will not dissent from American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
The People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun."

‘The Omaha Worid Heraid, a daily Omaha 
newspaper, in its August 1i, 1969, edition, carried an 
article captioned, "Militants Seek Police Control”. 

' According to this article, DAVID RICE, age 22, leader 
of the newly forméd United Front Against Fascism, stated 
that the initial goal of this organization was community 
control of the Omaha Police Department. In this article 
RICE stated the group's main objective was “to 
de-centralize all police forces and place them under 
community control." 


According to the aforementioned article, RICE 
advised that armed members of the Black Panthers seen 
on rooftops during the June disturbances on the Near 
North Side were not protecting Negro-owned businesses 
but were "protecting black people from the police," 
This article quoted RICE as saying that the United Front 
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Against Fascism was formed to replace the disbanded Omaha 
Chapter of the Black Panther Party and will work in 
coalition with the Panther chapter in Kansas City.

According to its official newspaper, the an 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take - control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oa2kiand police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary progran - 
to end oppression of the biack people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently rsierred to in the publication 
-&8 “pigs” who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 1, 1968, 
contains an ¢ditorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends Wit the following: 


Black Men. Black People, colored persons of.

On 8/17/70 a bomb explosicn occurred at an aban- 
donea house in a predominantly Negro residential area in 
Omaha, Nebraska. The resulting explosion killed Omaha Police 
‘Officer LARRY D, MINARD and injured seven other officers. 
The Police Department had received an anonymous telephone 
call stating that there was a screaming woman in the aban~ 
‘doned house, and upon arriving at the scene police officers 
conducted a search cf the house. Investigation by the Omaha 
Police Department indicates that Officer MINARD apparently 
touched or kicked a suitcase that was located near the front 
door of the house and set off an explosive device, killing 
him instantly. 


-§  -On 8/24/70 Public Safety Director, City of Omaha, 

AL PATTAVINA, advised that police received a tip from a young 
girl who had observed DUANE PEAK in possession of a suitcase 
on the night of 8/16/70 in the vicinity of the bombing. 
Investigation by the Omaha Police Department obtained enough 
evidence to enable the Douglas County Attorney to issue a 
felony warrant on DUANE PEAK charging him with murder in the 

' first degree. 


Acting on information received from confidential 
sources, the Omaha Police Department conducted a raid at 
2816 Parker Street, Omaha, residence of DAVID RICE, and 
during their search of his residence found one case of dynamite, 
a supply of blasting caps, and three rifles. Based on this 
evidence the Douglas County Attorney issued a felony warrant 
charging RICE with possession of an explosive substance,

The Police Department had received an anonymous telephone call 
stating that there was a screaming woman in the abandoned house, 
and upon arriving at the scene police officers conducted a 
search of the house. Investigation by the Omaha Police Depart-

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On August 17, 1970, a bomb exploded at an abandoned 
residence in Omaha, killing an Omaha police officer, 


On August 24, 1970, Public Safety Director AL 
PZTTAVINA, advised that DAVID RICE had been charged with 
conspiracy to commit murder in connection with the MINARD 
bombing. PATTAVINA advised that several other people have 
also been charged and arrested in connection with this 
matter, however. RICE was in the custody of the Omaha Police 
De vartment 


Acting on information received from confidential 
source, the Omaha Police Department conducted a raid at 2816 
Parker Street, Omaha, residence of DAVID RICE and during the 
search of his residence found one case of dynamite, a supply 
of blasting caps, and three rifles. Based on this evidence 
the Douglas County Attorney's Office issued a felony warrant 
charging RICE with possession of an explosive device. 


Local authorities were unable to locate RICE aya 
‘on August 25, 1970, a Federal warrant was issued charging 
RICE with violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
1073, Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution,

On February 11, 1971, the trial of RICE and 
POINDEXTER, originally set for February 16, 1971, was 
delayed until March 22, 1971, because of the request of 
‘the Public Defender FRANK MORRISON, who recently entered the 
case as a defense lawyer for EDWARD POINDEXTER. FRANK ~ 
MORRISON is the former governor of the State of Nebraska 
and was recently annointed Public Defender for Douglas 
County and requested a delay in the trial so that he could 
familiarize himself with the case.
